A freak twig of oranges on 
display in the Bank of America 
is well worth a call to see it. 
This twig contains 50 navel or- 
anges, about half of which are 
about as fine specimens of cit- 


rus fruit as ere ever seen, The 
other half of the oranges are 


about the size of tangerines, and 
are grown tightly against each 
other in a cluster. This un- 
usual display was grown on the 
ranch home of Dr. and Mrs. E. 
L. McCartney in San Antonio 
Heights, who take pride in the 
quality of fruit they produce. 
It is very unusual for navel 
oranges to grow in clusters, but 
Valencias do so more frequently. 
At the Bank of America there is 
a picture of a cluster of Valen- 
cias grown by C. S. Lawson in 
1923. This twig, which was per- 
haps the largest ever grown 
here, contained 87 oranges and 
the bank used the picture on 
some of its advertising folders.
